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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in page 10 that applicants firmly 
believe that one skilled in the art would not be motivated to incorporate the flow control technique of Ramakrishnan in the Ethernet-over- 
ring communications network of Tang since they are technically incompatable and have different objectives. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Ramakrishnan discloses a capacity based monitoring flow control technique while Tang discloses a transmission rate-based 
flow control technique, as agreed by the applicant, on pages 8-10. Therefore, it is reasonable to have an Ethernet-over-ring network of 
Tang incorporating both capacity based monitoring and transmission rate-based flow controls to increase security, reliability, support 
bandwidth-intensive applications, improve network utilization, and provide QoS options for differentiated services. Herein, having both 
flow control techniques implemented in a system only maximize the efficiency of the system. Examiner does not state that only one flow 
control technique should be implemented, e.g., capacity-based monitoring or transmission rate-based. Therefore, there is no reason to 
replace the flow control technique as taught by Tang with the flow control technique of Ramakrishnan but implementing both flow control 
techniques in Tang's system. Applicant further argues in page 10 that Tang teaches a differnet non-LAN based protocol for achieving 
equitable transmission of Ethernet over long distances of WANs. Herein, Ethernet transmissions are LAN based protocols therefore it is 
unclear why applicant stating that it is not a LAN based protocol. Further, encapsulating Ethernet frames for transmissions over SONET 
networks increase data rates and distances. 
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
